I am not 


allowed to tell vou wheie I am of 
'•ourse but it is in the American 
»ector 


I am billeted in a French town of 


some 1 500 inhabitants 
Officers are 


given room= in private families 
I 


have a verv comfortable room two 
windows 
These French beds amuse 


me 
4bout five mattresses most of 


them made of feathers I guess and 
another sort of feather bed on top 
of you' 
And a pillow shaped like a 


cvlmder and about a foot in diameter 
and with a prettj sort of draper} 
•about mj couch 
A verv proper bed 


-m fact for Cleopatra or her like but 
rather sott and full of finerv for a 
soldier 


I am eating at the hotel where we 


have splendid fare—at a price how 
ever of 13 francs a dav 
Prettv stiff 


There 
mav 
be a 
Jack of food in 


France but certainly this little hotel 
finds enough 
For dinner todav we 


had the following 
Soup 
squabs 


peas roast beef lettuce salad good 
white bread splendid cheese a sort 
of fried pie and coffee with milk not 
forgetting all the wine that could be 
required 
That does not sound like 


starvation does it' 


The general atmosphere hereabouts 


is however one of poverty 
The peo 


pie wear poor clothes and reallv do 
not look overfed and there are no 
young people 
Every man between 


the ages of IS and 40 is at the front 
The young women I take it are in 
the fields and factories or in P"A 
Cross work 
Very few to be seen 


here anyway 


In our newspapers in the States 


there have been statements to the 
effect that America has spent a lot 
of money over here 
I believe it 
If 


you could see what has been done you 
•would understand where a good part 
of that 12 billion dollars has gone We 
passed one arm} depot or base which 
I am sure was extended along the 
lailroad foi one mile 
and as vou 


know we have built a railroad about 
600 miles long 
\mencan locomotives 


are to be seen'even where and au 
to trucks galore 
It honestlj looks 


like America was here to permanent 
Ij inhabit a part of France 


I saw in a French paper that we 


have now over 700000 soldiers over 
here 
I can believe it 
The villages 


are alive with them 
Great Expecta 


tions is a fair title for the first effoit 
we have made It remains to be seen 
what will happen but all the Amen 
cans are cocksure*that when they hit 
the Boche he will receive the surprise 
of his Hunnish life 
No one over 


here under estimates the Boche but 
they all firmly believe the Americans 
can beat the Huns 
And confidence 


is a valuable asset you know 
There 


Is a sort of dash in the Americans 
which Europeans lack, and it may 
well be that our boys will rush the 
Germans off their feet 
Let us ds 


-voutly hope so, at any rate 


On my way here I saw a tramload 


of German prisoners 
They were 


husky fellows and had no visible signs 
of starvation 
Tremendously dirty, 


of course just as I was myself 
They 


looted at us with much interest Our 
boys were cutting capers in the sta

singing etc and the 


Germans looked out of their car wn 
dows in a stolid sort of way but 111 
warrant some of them were thinking 
we would not be quite so happy a 
year or so from now when we had 
seen the real war

Shippers are interested m obtain 


nig i circular sent out recently from 
the L mtecl States burean of chemistry 
it W asnmgton on labeling or market 
mg various packages of fruits and 
vegetables 


The bureau cails attention to the 


fatt that the federal food and drug 
act provides that food in package form 
shall be deemed misbranded if ' the 
quantity of the contents be not plain- 
ly and conspicuously marked on the 
outside of the package in terms of 
weight 
measurement or numerical 


count 


This provision of the law is ap- 


plicable to products of the farm, such 
as fruits and vegetables, if shipped in 
package form as well as to manu- 
factured foods 


Shippers of these products should 


see that bags crates boxes hampers 
and packages of other kinds bear a 
true plain and conspicuous statement 
of the quantity of food in the package 
before being shipped 
m interstate 


commerce 
or othemse 
brought 


within the jurisdiction of the act 


The instructions in regard to mark 


mg the packages are specific and un 
less complied with action will be in 
stituted bv inspectors undep-the food 
and drug act

"On June 7, 1918, congress passed 


on act requiring that every undocu- 
mented vessel operated in whole or in 
part 
by machinery, owned in the 


United States and found in the navi- 
gable waters thereof, must be num- 
bered, such numbers to be assigned 
by the collector of customs and to be 
painted or attached to each bow of 
the vessel in such manner and color 
as to be distinctly visible and legi- 
ble; the size of such numbers to be 
not less than three inches in height. 


"Penalty for violation of the pro- 


visions of said act is $10 for each of- 
fense. 


"The only vessels which are exempt 


from the provisions of the above act 
are: 
(a) Vessels registered, enrolled 


or licensed in the customs house; 
(b) public vessels, that is, vessels 
owned by the United States or a state 
of the Union; (c) vessels temporarily 
equipped with detachable motors (so- 
called 'kickers' or Evinrude engines), 
provided that the said vessels do not 
exceed 16 feet in length. If over 16 
feet in length the vessel must be num- 
bered, even though her engine is de- 
tachable. 


"In the case of power tenders be- 


longing to a motor vessel which is're- 
quired to be numbered under the act 
of June 7, 1918. the tender must car-, 
ry the same number as the parent 
boat. 


"In the case of power tenders to 


vessels registered, enrolled or licens- 
ed in the customs house, numbers 
must be secured for such tenders. 


"Applications for the forms may be 


made direct to the office in Tampa 
or to the deputy collector of customs 
in charge at the port nearest to the 
residence of the vessel owner. Cus- 
tom officers are stationed at the fol- 
lowing ports in this district:

be able to open and remain open this 
fall and winter for lack of teachers. 


The government is paying fabulous 


salaries for clerks in all departments 
at Washington, much more than the 
counties can afford to pay for teach- 
ing school, and many of the teachers 
are quitting the school room at $60 to 


"H per month for six to eight months 


in the year and accepting jobs in the 
capital at $90 per month up for steady 
employment 12 months in the year so 
long as the war lasts. Some counties 
are paying larger salaries than Volu- 
sia, and drawing Volusia county teach- 
ers. 
Some teachers are answering 


the call of the government for nurses, 
and are enlisting in the service of 
their country. 


Most of the schools have had more 


teachers than were absolutely 'neces- 
sary, in the opinion of some people, 
and it is quite probable that the coun- 
ty school board will increase the sal- 
aries of those who remain and cut 
down the teaching force to the num- 
ber actually 
necessary to 
do the 


work. 


The problem .will have to be solved 


in some way.

Alfalfa as Flavoring Extract 


Alfalfa is a mighty useful plant. 


Domestic animals, from the chicken 
to the cow, find it gastronomlcally 
available 
But the notion of deriving 


from a fluid extract for the flavoring 
of beverages and foods Is altogether 
novel. 
For this purpose the alfalfa Is 


cut and harvested when about fourteen 
dsys old and eight to twelve inches 
high. In this early stage of growth it 
Is relatively free from woody fiber. 
It Is washed In warm water and dried 
by artificial heat, thus retaining Its 
natural flavor and light gi'een colon 
It Is then ground into tiny pieces and 
boiled In vacuum pans, after which it 
is filtered, to get rid of the solids. The 
fluid thereby separated Is mixed with 
pure sugar sirup and bottled. In this 
shape it Is available as a flavoring for 
soda-fountain beverages, and even for 
some foods, as well as for chewing- 
gum and candles.

ties are claimed for It.

Alfalfa as Flavoring Extract 


Alfalfa is a mighty useful plant. 


Domestic animals, from the chlckeu 
to the cow, find it gastronomically 
available 
But the notion of deriving 


from a fluid extract for the flavoring 
of beverages and foods is altogether 
novel. For this purpose the alfalfa Is 
cut and harvested when about fourteen 
d»ys old and eight to twelve Inches 
high. In this early stage of growth it 
is relatively free from woody fiber. 
It Is washed in warm water and dried 
by artificial heat, thus retaining Its 
natural flavor and light gi'een colon 
It is then ground into tiny pieces and 
boiled in vacuum pans, after which it 
is filtered, to get rid of the solids. The 
fluid thereby separated 1s mixed with 
pure sugar sirup and bottled. la this 
shape It is available as a flavoring for 
soda-fountain beverages, and even for 
some foods, as well as for chewing- 
gum and candles. 
Medicinal proper- 


ties are claimed for it.
